The  art  explosion  the 
Sears  Roebuck  Vincent  Price  world  of  precious  awe,  the  chattering  rich  col- 
lectors (all  tax-free)  are  circles  that  didn't  care  when  he  was  alive.  Now  he  is 
gone,  and  his  spires  cannot  be  avoided.  The  fancy  crowd  will  never  engulf  him 
in  their  chi-chi  fashions.  He  remains  a  man  with  hands  a  skill  with  leftovers 
and  his  dream  is  reality  until  man  in  his  atomic  madness  blows  it  down. 

"Then  it  will  go  back  to  what  it  was  —  bottles,  glass,  plates,  lengths 
of  pipe,  and  the  end  will  be  like  the  beginning.  Simon  Rodia  got  away  just  in 
time."
